rpiIE  REV.  JOHN  ODLIN,  minister  of  Exeter,  N.  II.,  ITOfl- 
-I-  .54,  is  believed  by  his  descendiints  to  be  the  ancestor  of  all  the 
Odlins?  now  living  in  the  United  States.  The  name  is  restricted  to 
comparatively  few  families  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic.  \t  still  appears 
as  Odling  in  the  London  Directory,  and  \\'illiam  Odling  U  Profe?- 
,  sor  of  Chemistry  in  the  University  of  Oxford.  There  are  Odlings, 
j  or  Odlins,  in  Toronto,  Canada — recent  immigrants,  or  the  descend- 
j  ants  of  such.  In  the  Boston  town  and  church  records  the  name 
I  Odlin  is  spelled  Odlin,  Odlen,  Audlin,  Audlyn,  Audling,  Audley 
I    and  Awdley. 

!        1.  .John^  Odlin.  loOth  in  tlie  list  of  church  raeml.ers  of  Boston,  ivus  the 
founder  of  the  faoaily   in  America.     He  was  disfranchised  as  an  Autitio- 
miau  in  1G37;  but  afterward  restored   to   citizenship  and  the  church.     Ile- 
;    became  a  member  of  the  Artillery  in  1G38,  and  by  occupation  was  a  cutler 
I    or  armorer.     He  hved  to  be  the  oldest,  or  one  of  the  oldest,  citizens  of  his 
I    adopted  towu.     On  the  10th  of  June,   1684,   with  three  other  ancient   in- 
!    habitants  of  Boston,  '•  from  the  first  planting  and  settling  thereof,"  he  tes- 
■    tified  respecting   the  purchase  of    Blackstone's  rights  in  1034.      He  mew- 
:    tioned  his  age  as  82  :  his  fellow  witnesses  being  a  few  years  younirer.     He 
I    made  his  will  March  6,  ICso,  and  on  the   18th  of  the  following  l3"cember 
i    he  died.     His  death   is  noticed  by  Judge  Sewall    in   his  Diary?     His   wife 
j    Margaret,  whose  surname  we  do  not  know,  seems  to  have  died  before  him. 
I        Three  sons  and  daugliters  were  living  at  his  decease — Eli-,ha.*  born  Julv 
!    1,  1640;  John,'  born  Feb.  3,  1641-2;  and  Peter,'  born  July  or  August  2. 
1646 — the  to.vn  and  church  records  disagreeing  as  to  the  month.     A  orraiid- 
daughter.  Hannah^  Bumstead.  whose  parentage  is  not  mentioned,    but  ulio 
was    probably  the   daughter  of  John's  deceased  daughter   Hannah.'  born  - 
1643,  was  mentioned  in  the  will,  of  which  Elisha  wasexecutor.    Of  the  fu- 
ture or  the  families  of  Elisha's  brothers  John*  and  Peter,  nothing  is  known

by  the  dnscendants  of  Eli.sha.  It  is  the  prevalent  opinion,  however,  that  thev 
(lied  cliii<ll<;.s.s,  or  that  their  lines  hecarne  extinct  at  a  very  early  period. 
Our  task  lies  with  Kii.sha  and  iiis  son  John  and  tlieir  deseendantrt.  It  «'oin- 
bines  tiiat  of  editor  and  oii<^inal  collector  of  d.ita.  with  a  decided  prepon- 
derance of  the  former  otlice.  The  late  VViliiam^  Odiin  of  Kxeter  (ll'j:', 
-18(33),  a  man  of  quiet  hal»its,  but  of  more  than  ordinary  worth  and  intel- 
ligence, devoted  inucli  time  in  his  later  years  to  ifatherin^  statistics  and 
facts  reijanling  the  descendants  of  Kli.>ha  Odiin  and  his  son  the  Kev.  .John. 
His  collections,  which  are  quite  full  and  satisfuclory  in  matiy  points.  iie<d 
Kupplementing  and  extemlinir  in  others.  The  editor  has  been  al>le  to  liil 
some  of  the  gaps  by  his  own  incpiiries  and  previf^us  investigations,  while  a 
few  dates  renmin  un.^np|ilicd.  The  main  work  has  been  the  recasting  of 
Mr,  Odlin's  inl'ornial  notes;  thus  preserving  data  which,  unless  jjnt  into 
type,  may  perish  by  accident,  and  at  best  remain  inaccessible  arid  unknown 
to  the  pul)lic.  It  bhould  be  added  that  only  two  of  the  de-<cen<lants  of  the 
Kev,  .John  Odlin,  who  bear  his  family  name,  are  residents  uow  of  Exeter, 
though  half  a  century  ago  they  numbered  more  than  a  score.

I  G70.  and  Margaret,  born  Aug.  o,  1  G72,  an«l/one 
son  John,  boru  ^^ov.  18,  1081,  survived  their  children.  Elisha,  like  his 
father,  lived  to  a  good  old  age,  and  was  a  respected  citizen,  as  the  follow- 
ing extract  from  Sewall  indicates  : 

Sopt.  14,  1724.  Last  niirht  died  my  good  old  Christian  nei.:4hbour  and  friend  Mr. 
Elisha  Odlin.  sensible  and  calm  to  the  very  last.  lie  \v;i-;  bjrn  July  1,  IGIO,  upon 
the  same  Ijt  in  Newbury  btreet,  where  he  all  along  liv'ii  and  now  dyed  in  the  Hj-'' 
year  of  his  age. 

Elisha  was  a  deacon  of  the  Old  South  Churcli,  and  his  fellow  deacon 
Sewall  was  one  of  his  bearers. 

3.  Rev.  John"  Odlin  (Elisha,^  Ju/m^)  was,  as  we  have  seen,  Eiiiha's 
only  surviving  sou.  He  was  graduated  from  Flarvard  College  in  I7"2. 
His  name  stands  eight  in  a  class  of  thirteen,  according  to  the  old  system 
of  thus  indicating  a  student's  social  position.  He  was  ordained  pastor  of 
the  church  at  P^xeter.  N.  H.,  Nov.  12,  17(.H3.  As  he  had  married  on  the 
preceding  21st  of  October,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Clark,  widow  of  his  predecessor, 
the  Rev.  John  Clark  (H.  C.  1690).  and  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Cenjimin 
"VVoodbridge,  he  had  probably  filled  the  Exeter  pulpit  for  some  mn-iths 
before  his  ordination.  His  parish  was  then  very  large,  for  Exeter  still  in- 
cluded several  ot  the  now  neighboring  towns.  Mrs.  Odlin,  who  wa<  the 
mother  of  his  live  children,  died  Dec.  6,  1729.  He  married  second.  .Se;:. 
22,  17q^,  iNIrs.  Elizabeth  Briscoe,  daughter  of  S:i:riuel  Leavitt,  of  Exeter, 
and  widow,  tirst  of  Lieut.  James  Dudley,  son  of  ;ae  Rev.  Samuel  Dudle\.  ,i 
of  Exeter,  and  second  of  Capt.  Robert  Briscoe. 

Mr.  Odlin's  pastorate  was  (piiet  and  prosperous  until  after  171-0.  It  h.  1 
been  the  wish  of  the  town  that  his  youngest  s.-ii  Woodbridge*  should  L-- 
come  his  colleague.  He  was  graduated  from  H.-vard  College  17"-^,  and 
studied  theologv  with  this  object  in  view.  The  Rev.  George  Wiiifeli'  .d 
did  not  include  Exeter  in  his  first  tour  iu  174*'.  brit  some  of  Mr.  Odii;.  - 
principal  supporters  heard  him  at  Portsmoutls  /r:  I  became  his  converr-. 
They  declared  that   they   now  experienced  ti-ue  Ttli^ious  faith  for  the  lir-t 
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timo.  Mr.  dliin  di'l  not  ii[)preci..ito  this  work  of  the  elor|ii(;nt  evan;^ellst, 
Hii'l  Iiis  sou  was  evori  more  opposed  to  the  n-vival.  Tli«  VVfiitofielJ  party 
thereupon  Ije'^.in  to  hoM  separate  services.  In  174;^,  wlieu  the  parish  assem- 
bled to  complete  Woo'll»riili;e  Odliu's  settlera*,'nt,  nearly  one  third  of  the 
votes  were  cast  against  him,  .solely  on  religious  grounds.  Separate  worship 
was  k»!pt  up  by  tiie  disafTecfed  minority,  and  after  a  heated  controversy 
covering  several  years,  the  Whitelieldians  were  set  oH'  into  tlie  .Secoad,  or 
"  New  Parish,"  and  relieved  of  the  inieessity  of  contributing  to  the  sup- 
port of  their  former  pastor.  In  17  41  Whitefitild  Came  to  Exeter,  and  dis- 
regardiid  tin*  authority  of  Mr.  Ollin.  Sen.,  who  mot  him  at  tiie  outskirts  of 
tlie  town  .and  soltMniily  warned  iiim  not  to  enter  his  parish.  Mr.  Odlin  died 
Nov.  20.  17oJ..  His  will  shows  that  he  was  a  large  owner  of  real  estate, 
both  ill  Kxeter  and  the  outlying  townships  of  central  New  Hampshire.
